Sir, — In  the  Supplementary  Estimates  passed  last  session,  $17,000  is  voted 
to  pay  half  cost  of  telegraph  lines  jointly  owned  by  Anglo-American  Telegraph 
Company   and   the    Government. 

No  revenue  from  these  lines  has  ever  come  to  account.

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  your  favour  of  the  16th  instant,  re  Telegraph 
Lines  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  I  beg  to  state  that  under  an  agreement  with 
the  Prince  Edward  Island  Railway,  the  telegraph  line  required  for  the  operation 
of  the  railway,  as  well  as  for  general  commercial  business,  was  built  at  the  joint 
expense  of  the  Anglo-American  Telegraph  Company — -which  has  the  telegraph 
franchise  for  the  island — and  the  Railway  Department.  This  was  many  years 
ago,  and  the  condition  of  the  line  now  is  such  that  it  requires  to  be  reconstructed, 
and  the  provision  in  the  current  year's  Estimates  is  for  that  purpose. 

There  is  no  revenue  to  the  Government  from  this  joint  line  but,  on  the 
contrary,  the  Public  Works  Department  pays  an  annual  subsidy  of  $7,000  to 
the  Anglo-American  Telegraph  Company  for  maintaining  a  telegraph  service 
on  Prince  Edward  Island.
